NE OF THE FEDERAL GOV- 

ernment’s first acts, Mr. Diefen- 
baker tells The Financial Post, will 
be to establish a royal commission 
on governmental economy. As he 
promised during the election cam- 
paign, the Prime Minister proposes 
to set up the equivalent of the 
famous Hoover Commission in the 
United States. 

The Hoover Commission recom- 
mended many reforms in the ma- 
chinery of government and some of 
them have been carried out. But 
after all these attempts at economy 
the American. Government!s budget 
is higher today than it ever .was in 
peacetime. Mr. Hoover has been bit- 
terly disappointed with the results 
of his-work. 

All Canadians will hope that Mr. 
Diefenbaker’s commission can do 
better. In the end, however, the 
outcome will depend not.on the com- 
mission but on the Government and 
on Parliament. A group of experts 
can recommend economies but they 
can be -earried out only through the 
process of politics and against the 
resistance of powerful interests, in- 
side and outside the Government. 

Mr. Diefenbaker must be courit- 
ing heavily on the chance of reduc- 
ing the Government’s overhead 
costs. For he has promised a reduc- 
tion in total expenditures while also 
promising vast increases in individ- 
ual expenditures. He has also prom- 
ised heavy retluctions. in taxation 
which would be justified only if the 
total expenditures. were reduced or 
revenues rose unexpectedly 

In his statement to The Financial 
Post the Prime Minister says that 
the chief cause of inflation is the 
high cost of “big government”, the 
state’s demand for goods and 
services. 

This undoubtedly. is true 3ut 
when one surveys the present struc- 
ture of government and Mr. Diefen- 
baker’s plans to expand it in many 
directions one cannot easily see how 
its total cost, its demands on the 
people’s energies, are to be curtailed 
significantly 

The fact is that most of the Fed- 


of Economy 


eral Government’s expenditures ‘have 
been committed far-in advance by 
law. For example, the cost of such 
social services as old age pensions, 
children’s allowances and _ health 
grants inevitably increases with the 
increase in population, even if the 
rates. of individual payment are not 
increased at all. 

The interest on the public debt 
must be ‘paid. The Federal Govern- 
ment has committed itself to finance 
a large part of the cost of provincial 
government and Mr. Diefenbaker has 
promised to give the provinces still 
more’ money. Soon Ottawa must fi- 
nance about half the cost of nation- 
wide hospital insuranee. 

The possible field of economy is | 
thus much narrower than it looks if | 
one observes the budget whole. There | 
can be little doubt, however, that in 
a structure of government so Vast} 
and constantly increasing there must | 
be substantial waste which Parlia- 
ment has been unable to detect or | 
remedy and which a royal commis- | 
sion--may be able to reveal. | 

The largest item of “controllable” 
as distinct from committed and “un- 
controllable” expenditure, is the de- 
fence budget, now taking about a 
third of our total taxes. 

Few Canadiahs would wish to 
damage the nation’s military pre- 
paredness in the present state of the 
world, though a sharp cut in the-de- 
fence budget would certainly be the 
easiest way out of the Government’s 
financial dilemma 

But General Pearkes, V.¢., an ex- 
perienced soldier, may find ways of 
saving money without reducing the 
effectiveness of the armed services. 
He has frequently indicated his be- 
lief that money is wasted in his de- 
partment and doubtless he will try 
to eliminate this waste. 

It will be some time, of course, 
before Mr. Diefenbaker’s royal com- 
mission can complete its work, prob- 
ably a year at least. Meanwhile the 
costs of government certainly are 
going up to fulfil Mr. Diefenbaker’s 
various policies. Big government, 
however he may deplore it, will grow | 
bigger. 


Nobody’s Holding Them Back 


EW BRITISH COLUMBIANS 

will urge the Sons of Freedom 

Doukhobors to abandon their efforts 
to return to Russia. 

Members of the sect have proved 
unassimilable and indigestible to this 
part of Canada. They have sought 
to assert their own special “rights” 
to “peace” with a violence unequal- 
led by any organized group within 
the province. Arson, explosives, and 
disregard of school laws have been 
their instruments 

The most charitable hope harbor- 
ed for them is that they may find 
some corner of the world where they 
do ndét come into conflict with the 
rules society lays down for its own 
preservation. To Western eyes it 
seems irorlic that they should expect 
to find a haven in the Soviet Union. 
If they can, good luck to them 

There can be little sympathy for 
the wilful disregard of the laws of 
the province shown by this group. 
The misdemeanors of the Sons of 
Freedom cannot ‘be condoned. Nor 
will the point be overlooked that for 
_all their claims of simplicity the Sons 
of Freedom have proved themselves 
able propagandists. 

At the same time, Canadians, or 
British Columbians, can find little 
pride in the course this province has 
had to pursue—necessary as/it might 
have beeh—in handling the recalci- 


trants. Sons of Freedom children 
have been taken away from their 
parents on. substantially the same 
legal grounds on which unsatisfac- 
tory parents are separated from | 
their offspring in other situations— 
for the benefit of the children. What- 
ever the justification, this is cruél 
punishment 

The authorities have logically as- | 
sumed, with the support of a major- 
ity of the public, that people who 
make their homes within Canada 
should respect. Canadian ideals and 
principles. There can be little hope 
for a nation if such general respect 
is not shown. As far as the Sons of 
Freedom are concerned, it has not 
been shown. We have failed to prove 
to these people that our way of life 
is desirable. 

British Columbia and Canada| 
would: willingly watch them depart. | 
The Sons of Freedom problem is not | 
much closer to a solution today than | 
ever, dlow could there be a solution 
when the group insists on the privi- | 
lege of ignoring the law as a pre- 
requisite of good behavior? 

But if they do go, one point in 
their criticism should be noted. They 
repeat continually that Canada is 
too materialistic. Perhaps, for our 
own good, we might give thdught to | 
that charge.

A FEW days ago President Eisenhower 
said a very wise thing, and a thing 

that applies directly to our present sit- 

uation in British Columbia, He said that 

if the community at . 

large did -not stop it, 

inflation could not be 

stopped by the state.

At the rate we are now going in 
Canada our dollar is losing almost 5 
cents a year in value. In four years 
every government bond, life insurance 
policy or other fixed saving would lose 
20 per cent of its value. People in middle 
age could see their savings wiped out in 
their lifetime. 


ys most of the public seems pro- 
foundly bored with inflation or at 
least determined not to understand it, 
and certainly determined not to do any- 
thing about it. That, no doubt, is what 
Mr. Eisenhower has in mind when he 
says that only the community can stop 
inflation in a free society. 

The state, for its part, can do one of 
two things against inflation, It can man- 
age the monetary system in a fashion to 
keep the demand for goods roughly 
equal to the supply of goods. Or it can 
directly control prices by edict, as in 
wartime, 

Until recently both the American and 
Canadian Governments were following 
the first alternative. They were trying 
to hold down the supply of money to the 
level of goods. In the recent election, 
however, the Canadian people rejected 
a Government which believed in this 
policy and elected a Government which 
does not.believe in it. 


URING an election campaign, of 

eourse, one expects a good «deal of 
loose talk from all sides and most Cana- 
dians probably did not expect the Con 
servative Party seriously to disturb the 
so-called tight-money policy which it at 
tacked for election purposes 

Recently, however, not a candidate on 
the hustings but a minister ef finance 
announced that tight money and revenue 
surpluses—the only two weapons so far 
used against inflation—must go. Interest 
rates, the mechanism of tight money, 
says Mr. Fleming, will be reduced 

The budget, Mr. Fleming adds, will 
be exactly’ balanced to prevent “over 
taxation”, and this means simply that 
never, even in times of highest pros- 
perity, must we ever pay off a nickel of 
the public debt. Under this doctrine debt 
may be expanded. It must never be 
paid off 


TOW, some may say that Mr. Fleming's 
policy is what the people voted for 
and it must thus be right. There were 
good reasons for rejecting the former 
Government but I doubt, very much that

the people rejected it for its attempt to 
control inflation. 


The fact is that monetary policy was 
not a real issue in the election. It could 
not be because the Liberal Government 
(in perhaps the worst of its many mis- 
takes and misdemeanors) never bothered 
to defend its policy. That policy was mis- 
represented by the Opposition, It was 
never represented by the Government. 
We may safely assume, therefore, that 
the anti-inflation poliqay was only-a small 
reason, among many, for the Govern- 
ment’s defeat. 


At any rate, Mr. Fleming has con- 

demned the twin pillars of the anti- 
inflation policy enforced in both the 
United States and Canada—high interest 
rates and budget surpluses. That leaves 
him, if he really means what he says, 
with the alternative mentioned by Mr. 
Eisenhower. ® 


If, says the President, the community 
will not halt inflation by restraining its 
demand for goods, then the state can 
directly control prices. This, says the 
President, would be the beginning of the 
end of any free enterprise economy. 


OW can the state directly control 
prices? It can do so, as it did in 
wartime, only by controlling all wages, 
since they are the main component of 
prices. It will also have to ration and 
allocates scarce goods, like steel for ex- 
ample. And assuredly it will still con- 
tinue to have to “over-tax”, create bud- 
get surpluses to reduce publlic purchas. 
ing power and keep interest rates high 
to discourage excessive borrowing and 
spending. 

In short, society must become en- 
tirely controlled by the central govern- 
ment. That is the only way the state can 
directly control prices, 

To be sure, it can pretend to control 
pricés by fictitious directives but they 
cannot work if ever-increasing wages and 
spending are bidding up prices. Mr. 
Fleming must know that. He can hardly 
be thinking, therefore, of direct. price 
controls, Yet he has rejected the only 
known method of indirect controls. 
What,. then, is to be our policy against 
a ménace which is daily threatening the 


Canadian family. 
M® Fleming will reveal his policy to 
Parliament, one presumes, in the 
autumn (for he cannot delay longer than 
that) but meanwhile the situation threat- 
ens to get quite ouf of hand, and beyond 
the power of the state. As Mr. Eisen- 
hower says, the community is compel- 
ling inflation and itself pushing up 
prices. Nowhere is this process more 
visible than in British Calumbia where 
today’s wage increases will be tomor- 
row’s price increases. 

Is there no end to this negative pot- 
latch? Assuredly there is an end. The 
end comes, as it has always come, when 
Canadians at home and our customers 
abroad refuse to pay existing prices 
Then comes, as it has always come, the 
bust. It may be some time off yet, but 
we are making surer every day that it 
will arrive eventually

Ether came into use as a 
painkiller in surgery about 100 
years ago. Two men claim to 
have used it first. One gave a 
public demonstration before 
the staff of a great hospital 
He was at once recognized as 
the man who discovered that 
ether could be used to put a 
patient into a painless sleep 
throughout an operation. Only 
then did the other claimant 
come forward to say that he had 
used ether for this purpose four 
years before 

Dr. Crawford Long, ef Jeffer 
son, Georga, claimed to have 
used ether successfully for a 
small operation in 1842. Perhaps 
he did not realize the import 
ance of this boon to mankind, 
for he did not make his dis 
covery public. When the time 
came to prove his claim, he 
could only show that he had 


[spoken of it to a few friends 


and produce a bill sent to a 


Mr. Venable, the patient for) 


whom he used the ether 


About that time several 
dentists in New England were 
trying to figd a drug to soften 
the ordeal of tooth pulling. In 
Hartford, Dr. Horace Wells 
used nitrous oxide, or laughing 
gas, to ease the pain of his 
patients. Dr. Willian Morton, a 
successful Boston dentist, used 
the same humane treatment. 
Not fully satisfied, however, 
Morton accepted an jiea from 
Dr. Charles Jackson. A few 
sniffs of ether, it was known 
would put a person into a deep 
sleep. Morton decided to try 
ether, perhaps it was also an 
anesthetic drug,’ strong enough 
to shut off pain messages from 
the nerves during deep sleep. It 
was quite safe as a drug and 
far more successful as an anaes 
thetic than Dr. .Morton had 
dreamed. 

Morton boldly presented his 
findings on ether to the Massa 
chusetts General Hospital of 
Boston. The doctors there lived 
in hopes of finding such a 


blessing for their patients./ 


Laughing gas, hypnotism and 
other methods for humane sur- 
gery had been tried and failed. 
The great doctors were hopeful, 
but slightly doubtful, that Dr. 
Morton had the answer. He was 
granted permission to use his 
new anesthetic for an operation 
in the operating theatre of the 
great hospital for all to see. 
Regardless of Dr. Crawford's 
claim, history records the first 
known operation to be made 
painless with ether as occurring 
on October 16, 1846. The sur- 
geon was Dr. John Warren.
